1.  Lessor,  in  consideration  often  dollars  and  other  valuable  consideration,  receipt  of  which  is  hereby  acknowledged,  and  of  the  covenants  and 
agreements  of  Lessee  hereinafter  contained,  does  hereby  grant,  lease  and  let  unto  Lessee  the  land  covered  hereby  for  the  purposes  and  with  the 
exclusive  right  of  exploring,  drilling,  mining  and  operating  for,  producing  and  owning  oil,  gas,  sulphur  and  ail  other  minerals  (whether  or  not  similar  to 
those  mentioned),  together  withlhe  right  to  make  surveys  on  said  rand,  lay  pipe  lines,  establish  and  utilize  facilities  for  surface  or  subsurfaoe 
disposal  of  salt  water,  construct  roads  and  bridges,  dig  canals,  build  tanks,  power  stations,  telephone  lines,  employee  houses  and  other  structures 
on  said  land,  necessary  or  useful  in  Lessee's  operations  in  exploring  dnlling  for,  producing,  treating,  storing  and  transporting  minerals  produced 
from  the  (and  covered  hereby  or  any  other  land  adjacent  thereto.
